The difficulty Is partly met by 
the establishment of regional boards 
ot inquiry which can of their own

strike.Power of Public Opinion 
The hope, of course, is that as the 
plan is worked out the country will 
get behind it and the regional boards 
as well as the national industrial 
board will acq.uire.as much prestige 
as the federal reserve board, or per- 
haps the supreme court itself. There 
is the distinct advantage incidentally 
of leaving a good deal to the volun- 
tary action of employers and em- 
ployes but with the new and vital 
provision for full' publicity and in- 
vestigation by impartial tribunals. 
Labor Has Slucfi to Gain 
The cc-nsensus of opinion in disin- 
terested quarters here is that labor 
will hare much to gain and very 
little to lose by accepting the indus- 
trial plan as a start in the right di- 
rection. It refuses to give the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor a monop- 
oly 
There seems to be no doubt on 
that point. But it makes every pro- 
vision to give union labor a square 
deal.

One of the points made in the report of the Indus- 


trial conference which has just made ica report to the 
president. Is the statement as to the cause of industria 
unrest. Here we have many catalogued. 
No one may 


attribute the conditions at this time to any one factor. 
The conference says they include tlie rise in the cost of 
living, unrestrained speculation, spectacular Instances of 
excessive profits, excessive accumulation and misuse of 
wealth, Inequality in readjustments of wage schedules 
release of ideas and emotions by the war, social revolu- 
tionary theories imported from Europe, the belief that 
free-spoech Is restricted, the intermlttency of employ- 
mept. fear of unemployment, excessive hours oE work in 
certain industries, lack of adequate housing, unneces- 
sarily high Infant mortality in industrial centers, loss of 
personal contact In large industrial units and the culmi- 
ndustr 
omthe 
nation of a growing belief omthe part of both employers 
and employees that a readjustment Is necessary, to a 
wholesome continuity of their united effort. 


In making the recommendations the conference states 


that the extremists on both sides oC tho controversies 
arising or likely to arise, have been ignored, and the 
conclusions arrived at, based on the. best thought and 
experience of employer and efnploye^ In other words, 
they have not listened to Mr. Gompers, who would have 
nil labor unionized and belonging to the American Fed- 
eration: or President Gary, of the Steel Corporation, 
who would have no employes' organizations, cither 
plant or federated. 


In addition to the mere adjustment of differences 


which have arisen over the matter of a fair -wage, which 
Is the usual reason given for a strike or a lockout, the 
conference has been wise to admit that there were 
causes of unrest beyond those existing before the war 
that tiro intangible and have nothing to do with the 
question of wages or general labor conditions. These 
are psj-chological and have to do with the mental atti- 
ture, higher and better aspirations, and a revelation of 
desire on the Tart of men and women on the payrolls, 
to exert a larger influence on the processes of industrial 
life.

Said 
commission! certifies to'the secretary 
of state, who levies the tax accord- 
ing to the valuation and the amount 
of taxes to be collected. This tax is 
certified-to the county clerks ot Uie 
different counties, who distribute it 
on taxable property in said counties 
according to the 
valuation. Taxes 
are then collected by the

town treasurers.
